Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report,  like  its  predecessors,  is  intended  to  be  a  history  of 
the  sanitary  work  attempted  and  accomplished  in  the  parish  during  the 
past  year,  and  will  as  far  as  practicable  take  up  the  thread  of  the 
narrative  from  last  year.  Tables  I  to  V.  are  condensed  statistics  of  my  own 
arrangement.  Table  A  &.  B  Local  Government  Board  Forms,  and  A. 
B.  &  C.  County  Council  Forms  are  demanded  by  these  two  bodies.  I 
thought  it  advisable  to  rearrange  the  tabular  statement  of  the  distribution 
of  cases  of  sickness  and  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases,  and  instead  of 
using  the  census  enumeration  districts  as  in  my  last  report,  have  now 
taken  the  five  wards  of  the  parish  as  defined  areas  for  this  purpose. 

The  report  is  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  although  my  appointment 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.

Eleven  hundred  and  fifty  three  births  have  been  registered  during 
the  past  year,  viz, — Five  hundred  and  seventy  one  males  and  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  two  females.  These  numbers  on  a  population  estimated 
at  32,700  give  an  annual  birth  rate  of  35 '2  per  1,000  inhabitants.  The 
births  for  1893  were  twelve  hundred  and  forty  two  and  the  birth  rate 
387  per  i,coo.

#The  ages  of  sixty  seven  of  these  ranged  from  a  few  hours  up 
to  one  month. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  is  i69"9  per  1000 
births  registered.  This  fact  forces  the  question  very  prominently 
before  us.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  high  infant  mortality?  In 
reply  I  can  only  recapitulate  my  former  statements,  viz. — The 
comfortless  houses  in  which  many  of  the  poor  live,  ignorance,  and  in 
some  cases  neglect  of  parents  in  rearing  children,  early  marriages, 
premature  births,  improper  feeding,  poverty,  especially  in  times  of  trade 
depression  and  neglect  of  ordinary  precautions  against  infection. 
These  are  some  of  the  causes  of  infant  mortality  in  this  parish. 

This  abnormal  condition  cannot  but  awaken  a  feeling  that  steps 
must  be  taken  to  remedy  the  evil.  The  amount  of  ignorance  dis¬ 
played  in  Sanitarv  and  Hygenic  matters  leads  one  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  introduction  of  Domestic  Economy  into  the  school  curriculum 
and  the  establishment  of  free  nursing  classes  for  the  public  at  large 
would  tend  10  produce  early  and  beneficial  results. 

I  have  information  of  five  deaths  having  occurred  outside  the 
district  amongst  persons  belonging  thereto,  viz — 'Two  at  the  Dudley 
Guest  Hospital,  and  three  at  the  Dudley  Workhouse  They  were 
all  due  to  non-infectious  diseases. 

The  following  tables  show  the  distribution  of  sickness  and  death 
from  the  notified  zymotic  diseases  throughout  the  parish,  at  two 
groups  of  ages,  in  specified  areas,  taking  each  ward  as  an  area  and 
giving  its  population  according  to  census  of  1891.

IN  THE  THIRD  QUARTER 

Seven  deaths  from  notified  causes,  viz. — three  under  and  four  over  five 
years  of  age.  Also  twenty  two  from  Measles,  four  from  Whooping  Cough, 
and  four  from  Diarrhoea  were  registered.  Seventy  five  cases  of  sickness 
were  reported  viz.  —Twenty  two  under  and  fifty  three  over  five  years  of 
age. 

IN  THE  FOURTH  QUARTER. 

Six  deaths  from  notified  causes,  viz. — four  under  and  two  over  five  years 
of  age.  Also  three  from  Measles,  two  from  Whooping  Cough  and  four 
from  Diarrhoea  were  registered.  Eighty  two  cases  of  sickness,  viz. — 
twenty  three  under  and  fifty  nine  over  five  years  of  age  were  reported. 

For  a  tabulated  statement  of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  see 
tables  IV  and  V.

SMALL  POX. 

Fourteen  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  in  the  parish  during 
the  year  and  were  all  treated  in  the  TividaJe  Hospital.  On  January 
3rd,  a  case  was  admitted  into  hospital  from  74,  High  Street,  Black 
Heath,  a  sister  to  one  of  the  patients  under  treatment,  and  on  January 
4th  a  case  was  admitted  from  Hackett  Street,  Blackheath,  an  intimate 
acquainance  of  the  previous  patient,  and  on  January  22nd,  two  others 
were  removed  from  the  same  house  in  Hackett  Street.  All  these 
people,  in  my  opinion  had  the  disease  conveyed  to  them  by  our  Sub- 
Inspector  who  is  brother-in  law  to  the  first  case  admitted  this  year. 

I  had  forseen  the  danger  for  some  time  and  had  attempted  to 

minimize  it  by  instructing  him  not  to  handle  the  patients  or  otherwise 
unnecessarily  expose  himself  to  infection,  also  to  disinfect  his  own 
clothing  at  frequent  intervals.  This  risk  will  always  be  attendant  on 
those  engaged  in  disinfecting  clothing  and  infected  houses. 

All  these  patients  were  well  vaccinated,  had  the  disease  in  a 
very  mild  form,  and  made  good  recoveries. 

In  April  four  cases  were  admitted  from  No.  98,  Gorsty  Hill. 
The  first  case  was  reported  on  April  9th  and  the  other  three  on 
April  19th.  They  were  all  taken  to  the  hospital  on  the  days  they 
were  notified.  I  could  not  get  any  historv  of  infection  from  any 

source.  They  had  all  been  vaccinated  and  they  had  the  disease  in 

a  modified  form,  the  two  youngest  especially  so.  The  remaining 
members  of  the  family  all  refused  to  be  revaccinated.  The  usual 
precautions  were  taken  with  the  house  and  clothing. 

On  May  20th,  Police  Constable  Bailey,  stationed  at  Dudley  Road, 
Tividale,  was  admitted  into  the  hospital  and  on  June  1st  a  little  boy 
from  the  same  house  (son  of  another  constable)  was  also  admitted. 
The  first  case  had  been  well  vaccinated  and  had  a  mild  attack 
The  second  had  not  been  vaccinated  successfully,  although  the 


operation  had  been  performed  three  times.  This  proved  to  be  a 
severe  case  of  the  confluent  type.  The  probable  source  of  infection 
in  these  two  cases  was  the  hospital,  which  the  constable  was  in  the 
habit  of  passing  daily  on  his  rounds,  and  the  disease  was  conveyed 
by  him  to  the  child.  Both  made  good  recoveries  ultimately,  although 
the  child’s  was  a  protracted  and  tedious  case.  All  the  residents  in 
the  house  were  revaccinated,  and  no  other  case  occurred. 

On  June  27th  a  case  was  admitted  from  No  99,  Dudley  Road, 
Tividale.  The  patient  who  had  been  well  vaccinated,  had  a  mild 
attack  of  the  disease  and  made  a  good  recovery.  All  the  other 
occupants  of  the  house  refused  to  be  re-vaccinated.  Fortunately  no 
other  case  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  patient  probably 
contracted  the  disease  in  the  neighbouring  parish,  Tipton. 

A  very  mild  case  occurred  at  No.  72,  Hackett  Street,  Black- 
heath,  and  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  on  July  6th.  The  patient 
had  been  well  vaccinated  and  made  a  good  recovery.  I  could  not 
obtain  any  history  of  infection. 

A  case  was  reported  on  September  30th  at  No.  68,  Wagon 
Street,  Old  Hill.  The  patient  (a  young  married  man)  was  removed 
to  the  hospital  the  same  day.  He  had  been  unemployed  for  some 
weeks  and  had  been  wandering  about  the  country  in  search  of  work, 
visiting  Birmingham  amongst  other  places.  It  proved  to  be  a  case 
of  the  severe  confluent  type.  The  patient  had  three  indistinct 
vaccine  marks  on  his  arm.  He  ultimately  made  a  good  recovery. 
Three  families  were  occupying  the  same  house  and  amongst  them 
several  young  adults.  They  all  refused  to  be  re-vaccinated. 

A  case  was  reported  on  November  1st  at  Mace  Street,  Old 
Hill  of  a  young  marrried  woman.  She  was  removed  to  the  Hospital 
the  same  evening.  There  were  no  signs  of  vaccination  visible. 
This  was  a  severe  case  of  confluent  type.  She  made  a  good  though 
protracted  recovery.  One  of  the  children  had  been  suffering  from  what 
was  supposed  to  be  Chicken  Pox,  but  which  I  am  afraid  was  modified 
Small  Pox  which  ran  its  course  unrecognized.  All  the  other  children 
were  re-vaccinated  and  no  other  case  occurred. 

I  consider  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  confining  the  disease 
to  the  houses  in  which  it  appeared  (except  in  the  cases  of  High 
Street  and  Hackett  Street  in  January),  and  I  attribute  our  success 
in  a  great  measure  to  the  prompt  removal  of  the  patients  and  the 
thorough  process  of  disinfection  to  which  we  subject  the  houses  and 
their  contents. 

The  following  dates  shew  the  time  the  hospital  has  been 
occupied  by  patients  since  September,  1893. 

September  10th,  to  October  28th,  1893. 

November  16th,  to  February  9th,  1894. 

April  9th,  to  August  2nd,  1894. 

September  30th,  to  December  8th,  1894. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  cases  have  been  reported  amongst 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  families,  and  ten  deaths  have  been  registered 
from  this  disease.  There  has  been  an  excess  of  seventy  five  cases  this 
year,  over  those  for  the  previous  year,  and  there  has  been  a  higher 
proportion  of  deaths,  ten  as  against  two.  The  disease  on  the  whole 
has  been  of  a  mild  type,  in  many  cases  causing  only  very  slight  in¬ 
convenience  to  those  attacked. 

Fifty  six  cases  have  been  reported  in  the  Upper  division  of  the 
parish,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  two  in  the  Lower  division. 

In  the  first  quarter  it  was  most  prevalent  in  Blackheath,  but  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year  it  was  chiefly  in  Old  Hill  and  Cradley 
Heath. 

In  January  four  cases  were  reported,  two  at  Blackheath  and  two  at 
Old  Hill. 

In  February  twenty  four  cases  ;  Thirteen  at  Blackheath,  two  at 
Rowley,  four  at  Old  Hill,  and  five  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  March  fifteen  cases  ;  six  at  Blackheath,  five  at  Old  Hill,  and 
four  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  April  eighteen  cases ;  six  at  Rowley,  three  at  Blackheath,  five 
at  Old  Hill,  and  four  at  Cradley  Heath.

In  May  nine  cases ;  two  at  Rowley,  Six  at  Old  Hill,  and  one  at 
Cradley  Heath. 

In  June  nine  cases  ;  two  at  Rowley,  three  at  Old  Hill,  and  four 
at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  July  thirteen  cases  ;  one  at  Biackheath,  seven  at  Old  Hill, 
and  five  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  August  twenty  two  cases  ;  five  at  Blackheath,  ten  at  Old  Hill, 
and  seven  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  September  eighteen  cases  ;  nine  at  Old  Hill,  and  nine  at  Cradley 
Heath. 

In  October  twenty  five  cases  ;  four  at  Blackheath,  one  at  Rowley, 
thirteen  at  Old  Hill,  and  seven  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  November  eighteen  cases  ;  four  at  Rowley,  four  at  Blackheath, 
four  at  Old  Hill,  and  six  at  Cradley  Heath. 

In  December  thirteen  cases  ;  two  at  Rowley,  seven  at  Old  Hill, 
and  four  at  Cradley  Heath. 
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Scarlet  Fever  has  been  endemic  in  the  parish  for  the  last  twelve 
years,  and  I  do  not  see  much  probability  of  its  being  otherwise  unless 
a  system  of  isolation  can  be  carried  out.  The  difficulties  of  disinfecting 
all  the  clothing  of  children  attending  school  from  houses  that  have 
been  infected.  The  inability  to  prevent  the  mixing  of  healthy  and 
infected  children  at  their  homes  and  the  disbelief  in,  and  consequent 
indifference  of  the  patients  to  all  sanitary  matters,  renders  it  an  almost 
hopeless  task  to  check  this  scourge. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Fifteen  cases  have  been  reported  amongst  eleven  families,  and 
two  deaths  have  occurred  from  this  disease. 

In  January  two  cases  occurred  ;  one  at  No.  32,  Halesowen  Street, 
and  one  at  No.  1,  Birmingham  Road.  The  first  case  was  due  to 
impure  water,  and  in  the  second  the  closets  were  much  too  near  to 
the  house. 

In  February  two  cases  were  reported  ;  one  at  No.  24,  Birmingham 
Road,  and  one  at  Terrace  Street.  There  was  no  clear  history  of 
infection  in  either  of  these  cases. 

In  March  five  cases  were  reported  ;  four  at  No.  29,  Whiteheath, 
and  a  second  case  at  No.  1,  Birmingham  Road.  The  well  at  No.  29, 
Whiteheath  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

In  April  two  cases  were  reported  ;  one  at  No.  57,  Oldbury  Road, 
and  one  at  Tump  Road. 

In  July  one  at  No.  3,  Hayseech.  In  these  three  last  cases  the 
house  drainage  was  unsatisfactory.  No  other  cause  could  be  discovered. 

In  September  a  case  occurred  at  No.  77,  Hackett  Street.  The 
water  in  the  well  was  polluted. 

In  October  a  case  occurred  at  Sidaway  Street,  probably  due  to 
a  defective  drain. 

In  November  a  case  occurred  at  Hawes  Lane,  also  due  to  a 
defective  drain. 

All  the  unsanitary  conditions  mentioned  in  connection  with  these 
cases  have  been  remedied.  Tap  water  has  been  supplied  where  the 
water  was  impure,  and  the  other  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

This  disease,  like  Scarlet  Fever,  is  very  liable  to  be  disseminated 
at  schools,  as  mild  cases  of  both  diseases  are  often  unrecognised  especially 
in  their  early  stages. 

CROUP. 

Nine  cases  have  been  reported  as  occurring  amongst  eight  families. 
Seven  of  these  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  two  over  that  age, 
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Eight  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  cause ;  four  of  them 
occurred  at  Tividale,  one  at  No.  87,  Tipton  Road,  two  at  No.  54, 
Gilbert  Street,  and  one  at  No.  104,  Tipton  Road. 

The  other  cases  were  one  at  No.  66,  Oldbury  Road,  one  at  95, 
Rowley,  one  at  29,  Lomey  Town,  one  at  39,  Holly  Road,  and  one 
at  No.  29,  Portway. 

The  two  cases  at  No.  54,  Gilbert  Street  occurred  within  a  month 
of  each  other.  The  sanitary  arrangements  of  this  house  were  bad. 
The  house  was  dirtv,  the  cellar  contained  stagnant  water  through  the 
blocking  up  of  a  drain,  the  surface  drainage  was  defective  and  found 
its  way  inio  the  well  from  which  the  drinking  water  was  obtained. 
There  was  nothing  special  in  the  surroundings  of  the  other  cases. 

TYPHOID  (ENTERIC)  FEVER. 

Twenty  three  cases  have  been  reported  ;  two  under  and  twenty 
one  over  five  years  of  age  amongst  nineteen  families,  and  five  deaths 
two  under  and  three  over  five  years  of  age  have  been  registered. 
These  returns  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  last  year,  when 
fifty  nine  cases  and  nine  deaths  were  reported. 

The  cases  were  scattered  over  the  whole  of  the  parish.  Three 
were  in  Tividale,  two  in  Rowley,  seven  in  Blackheath,  seven  in  Old 
Hill,  and  four  in  Cradley  Heath.  They  were  all  isolated  cases  wtth 
the  exception  of  those  at  No.  62,  Wagon  Street  (three  in  one  house) 
and  No.  25,  Bank  Street  (two  in  one  house.)  Defective  drainage  and 
contaminated  water  were  the  chief  apparent  causes.  There  are  three 
exceptions  to  this  statement,  viz  : — the  two  cases  in  Lawrence  Lane 
and  the  one  in  Halesowen  Street.  In  the  Lawrence  Lane  cases  the 
effluvia  from  some  neighbouring  pigsties  and  also  from  the  nightsoil 
tip  at  Bearmoor  was  credited  with  being  the  cause. 

The  Halesowen  Street  case  was  imported  from  Hereford  by  a 
young  man  who  returned  home  with  the  disease  which  he  had  con¬ 
tracted  in  his  situation.  T  he  sanitary  appointments  of  these  three 
hoeses  were  good. 

In  all  cases  the  water  has  been  analysed,  and  where  found  impure 
tap  water  has  been  supplied.  The  other  sanitary  defects  have  been 
rectified. 

CONTINUED  FEVER. 

Only  one  case  has  been  reported.  There  was  nothing  exceptional 
in  the  sanitary  arrangements  ot  the  house.  The  patient  recovered. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Forty  five  cases  have  been  reported  ;  three  under  and  forty  two  over 
five  years,  and  three  deaths  have  occurred,  one  under  and  two  over  five 
years  of  age.  The  cases  occurred  amongst  forty  four  families  and  were 
scattered  throughout  the  whole  of  the  parish. 
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MEASLES. 

Thirty-three  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  disease.  I  have 
no  record  of  the  actual  number  attacked,  as  this  is  one  of  the  diseases 
not  included  amongst  those  notified ;  but  six  hundred  and  fifty-six 
families  have  had  their  clothing,  etc.,  disinfected. 

It  commenced  in  April  in  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Wards. 
In  May  it  extended  to  Blackheath  Ward,  and  in  June  to  the  Rowley 
Regis  Ward. 

I  wrote  to  the  Head  Teachers  of  all  the  schools  in  the  parish  for 
returns  of  the  number  of  children  on  the  books,  and  for  the  number  of 
those  absent  through  Measles.  The  following  figures  were  the  result 
of  my  application,  which  I  embodied  in  a  report  and  sent  to  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

Copy  of  Special  Report. 

The  Right  Hon.,  The  President ,  Local  Government  Board. 

Sir, 

I  have  to  report  the  outbreak  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles  in 
the  Rowley  Regis  Urban  Sanitary  District.  During  the  months 
of  April  and  May  there  were  a  number  of  cases  in  the  lower 
division  of  the  parish,  notably  at  Cradley  Heath  and  Old  Hill. 
Since  the  last  week  in  May  it  has  extended  to  the  upper  division, 
and  is  now  very  prevalent  at  Blackheath,  Rowley  Village,  and 
Turner’s  Hill.  Measles  is  not  included  in  those  diseases  scheduled 
for  notification,  so  I  have  to  depend  on  the  returns  from  the 
various  schools,  and  the  Mortality  Returns  for  statistics. 

During  the  week  ending  July  8th,  three  hundred  and  thirteen 
children  were  absent  from  the  various  schools  throughout  the 
parish.  During  the  following  week  ending  July  15th,  two  hundred 
and  sixty  four  children  were  absent.  The  children  attending  the 
National  School  Rowley,  have  been  affected  very  considerably 
these  last  few  days.  Out  of  a  total  of  three  hundred  and 
eighteen  on  the  books,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  are  absent 
through  Measles,  and  the  epidemic  is  spreading  in  the  vicinity 
of  this  school.  Under  these  conditions  I  have  advised  the 
Managers  to  close  the  schools  from  this  date,  and  they  have 
adopted  my  suggestion. 

The  Mortality  from  this  disease  is  comparatively  light,  con¬ 
sidering  the  number  altacked. 

Two  deaths  were  reported  for  the  week  ending  June  2nd. 

One  death  was  „  ,,  ,,  .,  ,,  9th. 

Five  deaths  were  reported  for  the  week  ending  June  16th 
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Precautions  adopted  consist  in  requesting  the  Head  Teacher 
in  all  schools  to  refuse  admission  to  all  children  from  known  in¬ 
fected  houses.  The  disinfection  of  all  clothing  and  bed  clothing 
in  all  known  cases,  and  the  distribution  of  disinfectants  and  cir¬ 
culars  of  instruction  to  every  case  that  comes  to  my  knowledge.

The  Endowed  School  closed  for  the  holidays  earlier  than  usual ; 
St.  Paul’s,  Schools,  Blackheath  (in  the  adjoining  parish),  also  closed  for 
a  month. 


In  July,  Corngreaves  and  Cradley  Heath  Schools  were  closed  for 
a  fortnight  before  the  general  holidays. 

In  August,  during  the  holidays,  it  became  much  less  prevalent, 
Whiteheath,  Perry’s  Lake,  Hawes  Lane  and  Dudley  Road  being  the 
localities  mostly  affected.  It  gradually  subsided  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Seven  deaths  have  been  registered.  One  in  the  second  quarter, 
four  in  the  third,  and  two  in  the  fourth,  They  were  all  under  five 
years  of  age. 

A  few  cases  appeared  in  Blackheath  and  Old  Hill  Wards  in  April 
In  the  following  month  it  extended  to  Cradley  Heath,  and  cases  occa¬ 
sionally  occurred  in  these  localities  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  I 
have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  those  attacked. 
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DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year. 
Nine  deaths  have  been  registered,  eight  under  and  one  over  five 
years  of  age. 

In  March,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  and  bearing 
in  mind  the  possibility  of  a  recrudescence  of  choleraic  cases,  I  advised 
that  Diarrhoea  be  included  for  a  period  amongst  the  notifiable  diseases. 
The  Board  did  not  fall  in  with  my  suggestion.  In  July  a  death 
occurred  at  No.  1 1 ,  Portway,  after  symptoms  highly  suggestive  of  cholera. 
I  made  a  post  mortem  on  the  body,  and  sent  a  portion  of  the  intestines 
to  Dr.  Klein.  I  also  reported  the  case  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  to  the  Staffordshire  County  Council 

COPY  OF  REPORT. 

Letter  to  Dr.  Thorne  Thorne. 

Dr,  Thorne  Thorne.  Rowley  Regis,  July  31s/,  1894 

Dear  Sir, 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  a  death  from  acute  Diarrhoea  has 
occurred  at  No.  11,  Portway,  Rowley  Regis,  in  my  practice.  The 
patient  was  a  young  woman,  aged  20  years,  who  had  been  suffering 
from  Diarrhoea  ever  since  Tuesday,  July  24th.  I  was  called  to  see 
her  at  12  o’clock  last  night,  and  found  her  vomiting,  in  great  pain 
in  the  bowels,  and  passing  stool  involuntarily  The  temperature 
was  104,  pulse  108,  respiration  30  The  body  was  bathed  in  a 
clammy  sweat,  the  face  was  shrunken,  and  of  a  duskey  hue. 
Turpentine  stupes  were  applied  to  the  abdomen,  medicine  was  sup¬ 
plied  to  her,  and  liquid  food  given  at  frequent  intervals.  I  saw  her 
again  at  1  p.m,  the  same  afternoon  ;  she  was  then  pulseless  and 
collapsed,  ^he  died  at  5  p.m.  No  medical  assistance  had  been 
obtained  until  I  saw  her  last  night.  I  have  given  instructions  for 
the  closets  to  be  emptied,  and  the  contents  buried  and  all  beds, 
bed  clothes  and  soiled  clothes,  etc.,  to  be  disinfected  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  the  body  to  be  buried  within  forty-eight  hours.

A  severe  case  of  Choleraic  Diarrhoea  came  under  my  notice  on 
November  7th,  at  Darby  Street  A  portion  of  the  patient’s  stool  was 
sent  to  Dr.  Klein,  and  a  report  of  the  case  was  sent  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
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Copy  of  Report. 

Dr.  Thorne  Thorne. 

Sir, 

I  have  sent  to  Dr.  Klein  by  express  parcel  post  this  evening, 
a  bottle  containing  foecal  matter  from  a  patient  I  was  called  in 
to  see  this  afternoon,  who  is  suffering  from  choleraic  symptoms, 
viz. — severe  cramps  in  extremities  and  abdomen,  vomiting,  severe 
purging  (of  watery  matter  containing  mucous  and  some  little 
sedimentary  matter),  and  collapse.  The  patient  complains  of  feeling 
very  hot,  but  the  temperature  in  axilla  is  only  normal,  and  the 
pulse  is  only  96  per  minute.  He  has  been  troubled  with  Diarrhoea 
since  Sunday  last,  remained  at  home  on  Monday,  went  to  work  on 
Tuesday,  and  was  much  worse  again  this  morning,  since  when  the 
symptoms  have  increased  in  severity.  The  patient  (Timothy 
Smart)  is  at  his  home  in  Darby  Street,  Blackheath,  and  I  have 
taken  all  the  means  at  my  disposal  to  prevent  any  extension  of  the 
disease.

Diarrhcee  contiuued  to  be  prevalent  throughout  the  parish  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  chiefly  amongst  children. 

CHOLERA. 

A  case  was  reported  to  me  on  July  18th  as  Cholera,  at  No.  46 , 
Dudley  Road,  Tividaie.  I  sent  a  telegram  and  a  letter  (of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy)  to  Dr.  Thorne  Thorne,  Local  Government  Board, 
and  to  Dr.  George  Reid,  Stafford,  the  same  evening. 

Copy  of  Letter. 

Reivley  Regis,  Jnly  1  Sth,  1894. 

Dr.  Thorne  Thorne. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  just  returned  from  Tividaie,  where  in  consultation 
with  Dr.  Price,  of  Dudley  Port,  I  have  seen  a  case,  which  we  both 
consider  to  be  Cholera.  The  patient  is  a  man  aged  twenty  nine,  a 
bucket  galvanizer  by  trade.  He  resides  at  No,  46,  Dudley  Road, 
Tividaie.  He  has  been  complaining  of  Diarrhoea  with  cramps  in 
the  arms  and  legs  at  intervals,  since  Sunday  last  (July  15th),  but 
has  followed  his  work  up  until  eight  o’clock  this  morning,  when 
he  was  seized  with  violent  sickness,  purging,  and  severe  cramps  in 
the  legs  and  arms.  These  symptoms  have  continued  all  day,  and 
when  I  saw  him  this  evening  at  eight  o’clock.  The  symptoms 
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were  as  follows.  He  was  lying  on  his  back  with  his  knees  drawn 
up,  the  abdomen  was  flattened  and  collapsed.  He  was  very  much 
prostrated,  and  the  face  was  pinched  and  the  eyeballs  sunk  in  the 
sockets.  The  skin  in  the  hands  was  wrinkled,  and  slightly  cyanotic. 
The  tongue  was  moist  and  slightly  coated  The  respirations  were 
quickened;  pulse  126  and  thready.  Temperature  in  axilla  99 
degrees  He  complained  of  griping  pains  in  the  bowels,  inability 
to  sleep,  thirst  and  severe  cramps  in  the  extremities  if  he  made  the 
least  movement.  His  wife  told  me  that  he  had  voided  per  rectum, 
a  great  quantity  of  brown  watery  fluid,  which  became  lighter  in 
colour  with  each  successive  motion  until  it  was  of  a  pale  yellow 
colour.  He  also  vomited  at  frequent  intervals  everything  he 
swallowed,  and  a  watery  fluid  as  well  The  motions  for  the  last 
three  hours  are  not  so  profuse,  and  are  passed  in  bed.  He  is  under 
Dr.  Price's  treatment.  I  have  ordered  the  closets  at  his  residence 
and  at  the  works  to  be  emptied  to-night,  the  contents  to  be  buried 
after  being  freely  treated  with  carbolic  powder,  and  the  midden 
holes  also  to  be  freely  dressed  with  the  same  powder.  I  have 
supplied  disinfectants  (sanitas  oil  emulsion)  for  all  soiled  linen  to 
be  soaked  in  and  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  shall  have  all  soiled 
articles  disinfected  by  our  steam  disinfector.  I  have  removed  all 
the  occupants  of  the  house  (including  two  lodgers),  and  have  left 
him  in  the  care  of  his  wife  and  mother.

Dr.  Bulstrode  of  the  Local  Government  Board  came  over  to  Tividale 
on  July  20th  and  saw  the  case  and  made  numerous  enquiries.  A  portion 
of  the  patients  stool  was  sent  to  Dr.  Klein  on  July  23rd  for  Bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  Dr.  Bulstrode  did  not  consider  the  night  soil 
removal  was  carried  out  satisfactorily.  He  considered  that  a  cottage 
should  be  rented  by  the  Board  and  used  as  an  isolation  hospital,  should 
any  similar  cases  occur.  He  also  was  of  opinion  that  Diarrhoea  should 
be  included  amongst  the  notifiable  diseases  for  the  next  four  months. 
All  the  usual  precautions  were  carried  out.  'I  he  patient  recovered,  and 
no  other  cases  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood 

Dr.  Klein’s  report  on  this  and  on  the  two  cases  of  Diarrhoea 
previously  mentioned  was  that  neither  of  them  could  be  classified  under 
the  head  of  Asiatic  Cholera. 

INFLUENZA. 

The  epidemic  of  this  disease,  which  commenced  at  the  end  of 
October,  1893,  continued  very  prevalent  through  January  and  February 
and  did  not  entirely  disappear  until  July.  As  I  mentioned  in  my 
previous  report  it  attacked  the  lungs,  heart  and  intestines  more  frequently 
than  either  of  the  previous  epidemics  had  done.  Only  three  deaths  from 
it  were  registered,  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  contributed  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent  in  the  deaths  from  Affections  of  the  Respiratory  Organs. 
Heart  Disease  and  diseases  common  to  old  age,  as  its  depressing 
influence  renders  persons  who  have  suffered  from  it  very  prone  to  any 
of  these  diseases.

PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  ADOPTED. 


Visiting  each  case  of  infectious  disease  as  soon  as  possible  after 
notification,  supplying  disinfectants  and  a  circular  warning  the  patients 
against  exposing  themselves  in  public  before  they  are  free  from  the 
disease  and  before  their  clothing  and  houses  have  been  disinfected. 
Removal  of  all  Small  Pox  patients  to  the  hospital.  Preventing  children 
from  infected  houses  attending  school.  Disinfection  of  houses  by 
sulphur  fumes,  carbolic  acid  washing  and  lime  washing.  An  active 
supervision  over  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  to  prevent 
them  from  exposing  themselves  or  their  clothing  in  public.  Burial 
of  all  excreta  after  the  addition  of  carbolic  acid  powder.  Free  dis¬ 
tribution  of  disinfectants.  Free  disinfection  of  all  clothes,  bed  clothes, 
beds.  etc.  from  infected  houses  by  our  steam  disinfector,  and  a 
frequent  house  to  house  inspection.  Extra  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  water  supply,  especially  when  it  has  been  obtained  from  wells. 
An  additional  number  of  scavengers  have  been  employed  in  keeping 
the  drains  of  water  courses  free.  Supervision  over  the  drains,  privies, 
and  night  soil  removal,  and  a  continual  inspection  of  the  district 
constitutes  the  chief  means  at  our  command  for  the  prevention  of 
disease. 

Posters  have  been  circulated  through  the  parish  at  intervals, 
giving  instruction  what  to  do  in  case  of  anyone  being  attacked  with 
infectious  disease. 
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EPIT0J1E  OF  SANITARY  WORK  DONE. 

DEEP  SEWERAGE. 

The  joint  Board  has  taken  some  important  steps  since  my  last 
report.  They  have  settled  by  arbitration  the  cost  of  the  large  site 
which  they  are  intending  to  use  for  their  sewerage  outfall.  The  loans 
have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  several 
contracts  have  been  entered  into  and  various  works  connected  with  the 
construction  of  the  main  sewer  are  being  carried  out. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  of  this  locality  will  soon  be  able  to  take  up 
the  work  of  the  internal  sewerage  which  has  to  be  connected  with  the 
main  sewer  before  named. 

SURFACE  DRAINAGE. 

Extra  men  have  been  employed  in  attending  to  the  open  ditches 
and  water  courses  throughout  the  parish.  They  have  been  cleaned  out 
at  frequent  intervals.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  six  yards  of  them  have 
been  converted  into  covered  drains  by  having  pipes  laid  in  them. 

NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

The  Local  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  renew  for  one  year  the 
system  of  removing  night  soil  by  contract,  as  they  were  in  doubt  whether 
there  would  be  time  after  the  termination  of  the  contracts  existing  at 
the  time  of  making  up  my  last  report,  to  obtain  the  loan  and  build  the 
stables  and  offices  before  the  District  Council  came  into  power,  and 
therefore  it  was  almost  unanimously  decided  that  the  matter  was  one 
which  the  new  District  Council  should  deal  with.  The  work  of  night 
soil  removal  is  not  satisfactory.  Complaints  are  frequently  made  to  me 
of  delay  in  emptying  the  closets,  and  also  that  the  closets  are  not  always 
thoroughly  cleaned  out.  The  scavengers  will  occasionally  tip  the  con¬ 
tents  of  the  middens  on  improper  sites  either  to  suit  their  own  con¬ 
venience  or  the  desire  of  some  of  the  land  occupiers.  These  evils  I  feel 
sure  would  not  occur  if  the  work  were  directly  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  Officials. 

PAVING  FOOTPATHS. 

This  work  is  still  progressing  as  fast  as  circumstances  will  permit, 
and  very  much  of  the  scheme  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  which  a  loan  was  granted,  has  been  carried  out,  to  the  very  great 
improvement  of  the  localities  in  which  it  is  done.  Two  thousand  nine 
hundred  yards  of  kerbing  and  channelling  have  been  done  in  various 
parts  of  the  parish,  the  benefit  of  which  is  also  plainly  discerned. 

LIGHTING  AND  WATERING  STREETS. 

There  is  no  increase  in  the  area  under  these  heads. 

UNSANITARY  AREAS, 

Tibbetts'  Garden. — Nothing  further  has  been  done  in  this 
locality  at  present  and  I  am  afraid  very  little  can  be  done  until  the  deep 
sewers  are  completed. 
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Gilbert  St.,  Tividale. — Houses  Nos.  106 — no  have  been  closed 
as  unfit  for  habitation  Nos.  in—  116  have  been  repaired  and  put  in 
habitable  condition.  Considerable  trouble  has  been  caused  by  the 
frequent  change  of  ownership  of  a  row  of  houses,  Nos.  117 — 128 
which  were  in  a  very  ruinous  condition  and  quite  unfit  for  habitation. 
These  houses  have  eventually  been  repaired  and  are  now  occupied, 

Tipton  Road,  Tividale. — No.  105  was  dosed  on  an  order  from 
the  Board.  It  has  since  been  repaired  and  is  now  occupied. 

The  water  supply  of  both  these  streets  was  derived  from  wells,  all 
of  which  have  had  a  sample  of  water  analysed.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
the  water  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  potable  purposes,  and  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company’s  Water  has  been  supplied. 

The  drainage  in  both  these  streets  is  very  defective,  but  little  can 
be  done  until  the  deep  drainage  system  is  completed. 

Brown  Lion  Row,  Tividale. — The  row  of  houses,  Nos.  137 — 143 
(which  were  closed  in  the  autumn  of  1893)  have  been  partly  repaired, 
but  on  representation  being  made  to  the  owners  that  the  Board  would 
not  sanction  their  being  re-occupied  unless  very  considerable  alterations 
were  carried  out,  the  work  was  suspended 

Waterfall  Lane. — Nos.  101  — 103.  These  houses  were  closed 
by  an  order  of  the  Magistrates  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Bullfield — Nos.  1 — 2.  'These  houses  were  in  such  an  insanitary 
and  delapidated  condition  that  the  Board  issued  an  order  for  them  to 
be  closed  which  order  has  since  been  complied  with. 

A  block  of  insanitary  houses  in  the  Halesowen  Road  has  been 
demolished  and  some  new  houses  built  in  their  stead. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  condition  of  the  wells  throughout  the  parish  has  received  extra 
attention  this  last  year.  The  water  from  thirty  seven  wells  has  been 
analysed,  with  the  result  that  thirty  six  wells  have  been  found  to  be  con 
taminated. 

Five  hundred  and  forty  houses  have  been  supplied  with  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company’s  water. 

The  water  supply  of  Turner’s  Hill  and  District  still  remains  un¬ 
changed,  although  further  very  special  efforts  have  been  made  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  proper  supply  from  the  S.  S.  W.  W.  Co.  for  this  area.  It  is  a 
matter  of  deep  regret  to  the  Board  and  to  myself  that  these  efforts 
have  been  unsuccessful  notwithstanding  the  engagement  by  the  Board 
of  an  eminent  Water  Engineer,  with  the  hope  of  effecting  the  required 
supply.  The  Water  works  Company  have  considered  several  schemes 
suggested  by  the  said  engineer,  but  have  not  accepted  any  of  them, 
nor  does  it  seem  possible  to  get  the  company  to  lay  on  their  water 
without  the  payment  of  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money,  which  it 
is  feared  could  not  be  met  by  a  rate  on  the  locality.  This  particular 
area  is  rural  in  character  but  is  nevertheless  within  that  covered  by 
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the  Company’s  Act  of  Parliament.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  service 
reservoir  for  the  parish  of  Rowley  Regis  was  not  constructed  on  this 
highest  point  of  the  parish,  so  that  all  parts  could  have  been  supplied 
from  it. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Tividale  is  at  present  the  only  means 
of  isolation  of  infectious  diseases  which  we  possess.  The  Staffordshire 
County  Council  are  proposing  to  hold  a  conference  of  Local 
Authorities  with  a  view  of  providing  hospital  accommodation  for  com¬ 
bined  areas,  and  this  Local  Authority  has  delegated  its  Chairman  to 
attend  that  conference. 

INSPECTIONS  UNDER  FACTORY  ACT. 

The  Board  has  taken  action  in  twenty  cases  reported  under  this 
act.  The  causes  of  complaint  have  in  each  case  been  removed. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Complaints  were  made  of  nuisances  arising  from  the  following 
causes. — 

Fish  Frying  at  Powke  Lane. 

Fumes  arising  from  Galvanizing  Works  at  Britannia  St.,  Tividale. 

Offensive  smell  arising  from  Tallow  Works  at  Tividale. 

The  Board  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  interfere  in  any  of  these 
cases. 

A  smoke  nuisance  from  a  varnish  manufactory  at  Chester  Road, 
and  a  nuisance  caused  by  burning  leather  at  a  shoe  factory  in  Halesowen 
Road. 

In  these  two  cases  the  offending  parties  agreed  to  adopt  the 
suggestions  of  the  Board’s  Officials. 

CONTRAVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(PREVENTION)  ACT. 

Charles  Deakin,  Reddal  Hill,  and  A.  H.  Sidaway,  Bank  Street, 
refused  to  have  their  honses  disinfected.  They  were  each  summoned 
before  the  magistrates  and  fined. 

A.  W.  Sidaway,  85,  Halesowen  Road,  was  summoned  and  fined 
for  allowing  his  children  to  expose  themselves  in  public  whilst  suffering 
from  Scarlet  Fever. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Nine  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  brought  before  the  notice  of 
the  Board,  all  of  which  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

DISINFECTOR. 

This  excellent  apparatus  has  been  in  almost  daily  use,  and  I  feel 
convinced  has  been  of  immense  service  in  curtailing  the  amount  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  parish.

Mr.  L.  B.  Allen,  the  vaccination  officer,  supplied  the  above 
information. 

This  is  a  gratifying  statement  as  far  as  numbers  go,  but  I  am 
afraid  that  a  considerable  number  of  these  children  are  not  so  fully 
protected  as  they  should  be,  as  many  parents  still  insist  upon  having 
only  one  or  at  most  two  vaccine  vesicles  produced  and  some  vac 
cinators  still  comply  with  the  request.  It  is  a  great  mistake,  as  the 
more  thoroughly  the  operation  is  performed  the  greater  the  protection 
against  Small  Pox. 

I  append  the  schedule  of  work  done  in  the  department  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectbr  and  the  Surveyor,  as  furnished  by  each  of  these  officers. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  must  again  remind  you  that  this 
report  has  been  written  at  a  period  of  the  year  when  my  ordinary 
work  is  generally  at  its  highest,  and  consequently  I  have  had  to 
devote  my  evenings  to  my  report  and  those  generally  after  a  heavy  day’s 
work.  Bearing  this  in  mind  you  will,  I  hope,  kindly  overlook  all 
defects.
